eymbolic conception of Christ as 
the Light of the World. The use 
of candles in Christian ceremonies 
dates back to the very beginning 
of the church. The use of candles 
in the church was not confined to 
those laws at which artificial light 
•\vas-neeessary. In the fourth cen- 
lury it was considered a reproach 
against the Christians that "AYhile 
the sun was still shining they 
lighted great piles of candles." 
In answer St. Jerome" declared 
that the candles were lighted dur- 
ing the reading of the gospel, not 
to put darkness to light but as a 


his life. This is today the gener- 
ally accepted symbolism of bless- 
ed-candles. 


On Candlesmas Day the faithful 


generally observe the beautiful 
custom of making an offering of 
candles to the church for use in 
her divine • services.

.-f-'iThe Country Life Conference, held at the Ohio State University, 
XTolcmbns, in"connection with Farmers' Week, heard the reading of, 
fact* and figures that are not altogether, encouraging, to put the 
mildest construction oh them. The reverend secretary, C. 0. Gill, 
of the Commission on Church, and Country Life of the Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches, reported there were 6,000 churches in the 1,200 
rural districts of the state. This would allow an average member- 
ship of 285, according to population, but, as a matter' of fact, 4,000 
churches had less than 100 members each. Five thousand are with- 
out the nndivided care of a preacher, 2,200 have only one-fourth of 
«,pastor's time and 3,300 one-third. This surely-is had enough, 
especially when taken into consideration that a great number of 


• churches are closed permanently every year, but nothing to com- 


pare with the condition, of decay in certain counties. 


This condition is especially marked, according to' the Reverend 


Mr. Gill in "one county in Southern Ohio," which he does not name, 
.hut which may be easily guessed. In 1883 this certain county had 
9S churches in active work, now it has 62, eight being closed the 
past year. Membership has steadily declined along with the de- 
crease in churches and so niggardly is the support offered now ' 
that the tixty have a financial support of only $9,000 a year, or a 
total less than'- the -average Portsmouth church expends. Thero are 
few resident preachers in the county and some try to serve as many 
as ten congregations.' Quoting Secretary Gill's exact words, "the 
religion prevalent, in .this county is a travesty on the teaching of 
Jesus Christ,..being merely emotionalism and excitement without 
direct result upon the moral and everyday life of -{he people. There 
have heen 1,500 revivals therein in the last 30 years and yet disease, 
illegitimacy, vote selling and poverty are on the increase." 


Possibly,, Mr. Gill does not know it, hut politicians have done 


far more ill in this county than preachers have been able to do good. 
They debauched the voters, they corrupted the manhood of the 
eonnty and when that was done it was inevitable morality generally 
thould sink to low scale and religion lose its hold. The county may 
need more learned preachers, -but she needs most honest politicians.

The Country Life Conference, held at the Ohio State University, 


Columbus, in connection with Farmers' Week, heard the reading of' 
facts and figures that arc not altogether encouraging, to put the 
mildest construction on them. The reverend secretary, C. 0. Gill, 
of Ihe Commission on Church and Country Life of the Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches, reported there were 0,000 churches in the 1,200 
rural districts of .the state.. This would allow an average member- 
ship of 2S'J. according to population, .but,; as a matter of fact, 4,000 
churches Iiad less than 300 members each. Five thousand are with- 
out the undivided care of a preacher,,2,200 have only one-fourth of 
n pastor's time and.3,300 one-third. This surely.is had enough, 
especially when taken' into consideration•'that a< great number of 
churches arc closed permanently every year, but nothing to com- 
pare with the condition of decay in certain counties. 


This condition is especially marked, according to the Heverend 


Jlr. Gill in "one county in Southern Ohio," which,lie does not name, 
but which may be easily guessed. In 1S83 .this certain county had 
PS churches in active work, now it has G2, eight being closed the 
past year. Membership has steadily declined along with the de- 
crease in- churches and so niggardly is the support offered now 


(hat the sixty have a financial support of only $8,000 a year, or. a 
total loss than the average Portsmouth church expends. •' There arc 
few resident preachers in the county and some fry to serve as many 
as ten congregations. Quoting Secretary Gill's exact words, ''the 
religion prevalent in this county is a travesty on the teaching of 
•li'siis Christ, being merely emotionalism and excitement without 
direct result upon the moral and everyday life of the people. There 
have been 1,000 revivals therein in the last 30 years and yet disease, 
iHpirtlimaey, vote selling and poverty are on tlie increase." 


Possibly, Jlr. Gill does not know it, but politicians have done 


fur more ill in this county than preachers have been able to do good. 
They debauched the voters, they corrupted the manhood of the 
county and when that was done it was inevitable morality generally 
should sink to low scale and religion lose its bold. The county may
